All these, however, were uot the spon- 
taneong acts‘ of tho Emperor's own mind. 
He was influenced by what be: cunsidered 
due to French suscoptibilities; to the claims 
of tho Great Nation to. her “natural 
frontiers ;" to her jealousy of her immediate 
neighbours ; to ber assumption of paramount 
authority as ‘universal arbitratox; finally, to 
her halfchivalrous, half-selfish pretensions ag 
-Wldost Daughtor of the Church, . By most of 
thavo considerations he was also 'gnd_ much 
more forcibly moved in the policy he pursvied 
with respect to Germany, That the instinct 
of Union aaa at work soross the Rhine as 
wollas south of the Alps the Empororwas fully 
aware, and he tras also convinced that what 
the German nation ‘firmly and unanimously 
willed it was not in_the power of French 
jealousy to gainaay. Hoe had been vornewhat, 
‘awed by the.attitude of Germany, both cin 
the full tide of his success after Solferino and 
in the furtherance of his designs in behalf of. 
Poland and Doumark. It was not by oppos- 
ing Germay Union, but by taking advantage
